This law says that I must take a woman, who lias 
lust escaped'panting from Slavery, who has just be¬ 
gun to breathe the air of freedom, and send her back | 
to the shambles of lust, where men may look 
their slaves as they do at brutes, where there is 
religion for the slave, no sacred marriage, no law, 
schools, no honor, and no protection—back to the 
heated and seething waves of damnation. It is this 
the Fugitive Slave Law asks us to do, and we have | 
ministers of the gospel who preach to us that this is 
Christianity! I do not say this in anger, God for¬ 
bid ! but in shame. God judge between them and 
the oppressed! . 

There are two ways of sending fugitives hack into 
Slavery. Paul gives an account of one way— 
way he sent hack the slave Onesimus. Now if pi 
pie will adopt Paul's way I would not object, 
the first place, he instructed him in Christianity, a 
led him to become a Christian. Then he wrote 
letter and sent it by Onesimus. He did not send the 
slave off under the charge of officers, but he went 
hack alone, of his own Free will, with a letter and 
recommendation as a brother beloved. Now I should 
like to seo Marshal Devins and Marshal Somebody | 
else of this city send back slaves in this way. In the 
first place the marshal would take him and teach 
him the catechism, pray with and convert him, and 
then write a letter to his master telling him to re¬ 
ceive him as a brother beloved; and then the slave 
goes of hjs own free will to his master, and walks in¬ 
to the house, and with his broad, black beaming 
face says, “ How d’ye do, my brother, and how d’ye 
do, my sister ?•’ (Applause.)

held property. The free colored people have felt 
no security for their liberty. They have feared that 
they would be sent to Slavery courts, before Slavery 
judges, with Slavery witnesses, to he tried in regard 
to their right to liberty. But no—I will not sneer— 

11 take that back; for it seems to me I would sooner 
trust a Southern court than a Northern one. 1 think 
that in the matter of slaves the Southern courts 
have generally been fairer than those of the North. 

And fifthly, this law obliges the citizens to do that 
which they can not conscientiously do. It comes to 
me and says, Henry Ward Beecher, you must do this. 
f I call upon you you must- assist as a good citizen in I 
■eturnmg this runaway. And because last night' 
•eceived into my house a poor, wandering, famish 
ng woman, and gave her meat to eat, and water tv, 
drmk, and a place to reste-because I befriended and 
protected her—it comes and lays its strong hand on 
for doing that which Christ commanded, and if I 
too poor to pay the fine, it throws me into pri- 
To be sure no such cases have occurred, and 
I pray God they may not occur, hut they can occur; 
and the man that executes the law in this point, let 
him beware how he meets his victim at the day of 
judgment! The law is bad enough in obliging the 
1 officers to execute it, hut when it comes down annum 
the citizens, when it forbids us helping a man to 
liberty, I say, God do so to me, and more also, if I 
do not help him fieedomward! (Great applause.)

It is not presumptuous to as- 
ime that Americans entertain a reciprocal feeling. 1 
They too attach a peculiar value to our good opin¬ 
ion, and it is right they should do so, because the 
deep sympathies which operate upon " —-

tent, empty thunderbolt of a Union Safety Commit¬ 
tee, whose members read their ledgers for their duty, 
and feel in their pockets for their consciences.

The 
higher law—the law of conscience, the laxv of God, 
the law upon which obedience to all law is based, 
has been cried down and scouted, not by politicians 
only, hut by ministers. Ministers of Jehovah have 
cast scorn on the higher law of Jehovah, and preach¬ 
ed up the lower law doctrine; and very low they 
have got too, we should judge, from their sepulchral 
‘ones at present. Nay more, they have taken this 
pportnnity to show their ill-hlood against rival.de- 
nominations, and even to vent their ill-will against 
individuals, mixing up private wrongs with public 
wrongs, and personal feuds with national questions. 
And documents teaching this doctrine have been 
by tens of thousands through the groaning ma-'” 
iver our land, through all the valleys and oi 
all the plains and across the mountains, into tow 
and villages and hamlets.

Upon this sub¬ 
ject of recent, fresh-absorbing interest, who can be 
silent 1 What question so natural and appropriate 
to put to every American as “What of the Fugitive 
Slave Bill 1 ” We have, indeed, no sympathy with 
those who would dissolve the American union, none 
with those who would resort to mob violence, but 
the deepest and warmest sympathy with all who 
would free the republic from the foul stain affixed 
to it by that law. and who peacefully hut resolutely 
refuse to take part in its execution. We are t''» I 
hound to express such sympathy, becai 
whom we have been accustomed to respect, 
io deplorably erred in their conduct upon - 
question. The depravation of moral sentimi 
which has been manifested by some of the professed 
teachers of religion and morality in the United 
States, renders it more imperatively our duty 
• to what we believe toDe the law of God. 
iut in whatever we may say or do in this matter, 
have no right to assume any pharisaic attitude 
of personal superiority to those who have been 
trained from childhood'to see no wronff in the social | 
system under which they live. . If they choose t 
point to the various forms of injustice which exis 
amongst ourselves, we would not palliate those 
wrongs by one word of apology. They may even 
humiliate us, and it will be right and wholesome 
that they should do so, by adverting to the immo¬ 
rality of sueh detestable doctrines as those which 
were recently put forth’ by Mr. Roebuck in the 
House of Commons respecting the extermination of 
aboriginal races. We must admit, with grief, that 
English legislator has been found to proclaim 
...wxims of tyranny as atrocious as any that have 
issued from Carolina or Alabama. We may truly 
say, however, that no English Minister would dare 

1 -- upon those maxims, and, whatever moral de- 

„_jies may appear in our conduct as a nation, 
they may he exposed by every one amongst us who 
feels them, without qualification and without fear. 
We would neither coneeal our own shortcomings, 
be blind to the virtues of those towards whom 
^ would address the words of brotherly remon¬ 
strance. We know well that slaveholders can he 
generous, truthful, humane, and, as far as is eonsist- 
' with their unhappy position, just. Many even 
sensible of the moral evils of that position; but 
there are various .signs that that sensibility, instead | 
of becoming more general, is growing callous unf 
the deadening influence of custom. We have to 
member that a calm and conciliating, yet stro:

HOW ARE AMERICAN PRO-SLAVERY 
MINISTERS TO BE RECEIVED ? 

It is recorded of the late O'Connell, that he 
would suffer no slaveholder to he seated under his 
roof; the moment he ascertained the point—and ’ 
uniformly at pains to inquire, before an inf 
when an American visitor was announced, 
he stood with respect to the question of Slavery 
e blunt, bold reply was, “ I cannot see him! ” 
There are few British hearts which do not sympa¬ 
thize with the generous determination of the great 
Irish Patriot, and amongst those who do so, 
claim a foremost place. It is, therefore, with 
small pleasure we have received the following reso- 
lution, unanimously passed at the half-yearly meet¬ 
ing of the Ministers and other Deputies of the Bris¬ 
tol and Gloucestershire Congregational Union and j 
Home mission: 

RESOLUTION. 

“ That the grief and shame which we have long I 
felt on account of the Slavery which prevails 1 
several of the United States of North America a 
greatly aggravated by the fact, that not a fi 
Christian Churches and Christian ministers, 
called, plead for the continuance of that wretched 
system; that our sorrow has been recently still

It is now, with a vengeance, an affair of] 
the Great Confederation, and, unless removed, it 
will prove a blight and a curse to that great, and,

nd their abettors must needs cross the Atlantic to 
/orship at the shrine of Genius in the Crystal Pa¬ 
lace, let them! Let them parade the avenues of the 
wondrous Pile, and the splendid Parks which sur¬ 
round it, with their ladies gemmed and jewelled, 
and loaded with gold, the profits of the murderous 
traffic, heedless of the fact, that yonder Sun is de¬ 
scending upon three-and-a-half millions of manacled 
men, women, and children, whose blood and tears 
have ministered to their luxury, and sustained the 
expenditure of their trip to the Fatherland! Let 
them do so with a quiet conscience and self-respect 
if they can; but, by all that is sacred, we call o 
British Christians to refuse their aid in the ungodly 
qndeavor! Courtesy must not be exercised at the 
expense of conscience, and the rites of hospitality | 
must not he exercised towards men whose hands a: ~ 
red with the blood of the slave!

LETTER OF LANGD0N CHEVES. 

We give below the Address and Resolutions of the I 
Southern Rights Convention, held two weeks ago. 
in Charleston, S. C., and also the Letter of Langdon 
Choves to that body. They make an interesting 
| page in the running history of the day. 

From the Delegates of the Southern Rights Associaticms 
. of South Carolina, assembled in Charleston, to the 
Southern Rights Associations of the other Southern 
States. 

Haring met to take counsel together, and haring 
agreed upon that course which we think it right 
and necessary to pursue, we wish to lay before you 
the considerations by which we have been governed, 
with that frankness which our respect for you, and 
ir desire to merit your good opinion, require. 

We regard the position of the Southern States 
this Confederacy as degraded and ruinous.

If those act? "f 1 
hostile domination, which have been rendered in 
insulting by mockery of language, under the to

re should still regard them as outrages, to which 


1. Resolved, That in the opinion of this meeting, 
the State of South Carolina cannot submit to the 
wrongs and aggressions which have been perpetrated 
by the Federal Government and the Northern States, 
without dishonor and ruin ; and that it is necessary 
to relieve herself therefrom, whether with or without 
the co-operation of other Southern States. 

" Resolved, That concert of action with one or 
of our sister States of the South, whether 
through the proposed Southern Congress, or in any 
other manner, is an object worth many sacrifices, 
but not the sacrifice involved in submission. 

3. Resolved, That we hold the right of Secession 
i be essential to the sovereignty and freedom of the 
tates of this Confederacy; and that the denial of 
that right would furnish to an injured State the 
igest additional cause for its exercise.

LETTER OF LANGDON CHEVES. 

Plantation (Ogeechee.) 1st May, 1851.

My opinion on the 
propriety of the separate action of one Southern 
State, and particularly of South Carolina, has been 
I long known. There is no man in the country who

first been conquered. And if anything could add to 
the necessity which we believe exists for a with¬ 
drawal from the existing Union, it would he the de¬ 
nial of the right of secession. For the denial of that I 
ight indicates of itself extreme danger. 

The right of secession has heretofore, and in better 
days, been regarded as unquestionable by all South¬ 
ern politicians, with the exception of an inconsider¬ 
able number of consolidationists. And if ever that 
right can be denied without arousing the whole 
South to sustain it, the South will he ripe for the 
most miserable fate which has ever befallen any 
people. It will then, as a permanent sectional nr 
nority, have no defence against the tyranny of 
Government combining all the vices of the corrupt-1 
est democracy and the most oppressive foreign des¬ 
potism. We know the consequences which will 
follow a failure in our effort to maintain our liberty. 

We see clearly that a triumphant exertion of the 
power of the Federal Government, in subjugating a 
State, will vastly increase that power, and greatly 
accelerate the change, already far advanced, of our 
Federative system into a Consolidated central des¬ 
potism. We see, also, that South Carolina will not 
suffer the consequences of this change alone, but 
that the rest of the Southern States must suffer in 
an equal degree. They will have no safeguard 
against the Central Government, strengthened by 
crushing opposition, and rendered, by triumphant 
force, what our Northern enemies have long been 
endeavoring to make it by fraudulent usurpation- 
the supreme Government of a consolidated nation. 

I The sovereignty of one Southern State cannot 1 
destroyed, without the loss of their sovereignty by 
(all the others. We are are aware of the responsi¬ 
bility of doing an act which may hasten these con¬ 
sequences. We feel the respect which we owe to 
States having a common interest, threatened by a 
common danger, hut not equally persuaded with 
ourselves of the necessity of action. _ And nothing 
would induce us to take, without their concurrence, 
a course which is to involve them in its consequences,

Southern and State Rights men may 
differ as to the necessity of exercising the right of 
secession at a particular time, on account of those 
wrongs. But as certainly as the right exists, each 
State must possess the right of judging for herself, 
as to the occasion and time for its exercise. If South 
Carolina decides that honor and safety require her 
to secede, she has the right to leave the Confederacy 
peaceably and without molestation. If the act of 
secession is not permitted to he peaceable, it will he 
from usurpation of power by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment, not from the nature of the act performed by 
South Carolina. Accustomed as we have been to 
violations of the Constitution, and of the rights of 
the Southern States by the Federal Government, we 
have to look forward to the probability of another 
outrage by that Government, in the attempt to force 
the State to remain in the Union. We suppose the 
attempt will be made, if the other Southern Stal 
permit. Those States must decide for themseli 
whether they will permit it. _ South Carolina mi 
decide for herself whether it is necessary to secede.

The people of our Southern Sisters, are a brave 
people, whose fathers fought for liberty, who them-

rhich they shall enjoy equal rights, equal power, 
and equal honors. They have been deceived and 
betrayed.

high, honorable, able men, who were ambitious to 
govern you, but whose ambition was noble, and, 
therefore, scarce a crime, though dangerous to the 
principles of our Union. These men have 
down to the grave, or have been proscribed 
and discarded by their unworthy associates—men 
with more than their ambition, but none of their 
virtues or talents. 

The great object of the old Federalists was a strong 
but holiest Government. That of their successors, is 
anarchical tyranny, regardless of the provisions 
the Constitution for the security of Southern 
rights, and animated by the principles of abolition, 
and the frenzy of fanaticism. Let the. Democratic 
party, then, which rallied under the wise guidance 
and foresight of Jefferson, and saved the South, 
again put forth its strength. It embraces the great 
power of the Southern States. Even the Whigs of 
the South are Democrats, though in a false position, 
in which accident has placed them, and freed ot 
that, they will appear under their old flag. The 
Whig party is now no longer that of which they 
were members. It was a party founded on the de¬ 
tails of the politics of the day, on the comparatively 
small measures of the moment, and upon the candi¬ 
dates for Federal offices. The present moment is 
of life or death to the South, and that party is 
now contending for these old objects, but to 
„„,.quer the South and to abolish her most important 
and valuable institutions. If there are Whigs at 
the South who will still adhere to them, they are 
few and can be spared. We shall be strong enough, 
if true to ourselves, without them. It is only neces¬ 
sary that the Democratic party act vigorously, zea- 
lously. and perseveringly, and the principles ot the

The consummation so devoutly wished may not be
